Some time ago we briefed you on the 
actions of the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission and their apparent at- 
tempts to take a back-door route to 
removal of firearms from the american 
scene. 

At that time they were acting upon a 
request to consider the banning of am- 
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munition as an unsafe consumer 
product. 

Since then they have been bom- 
barded with letters from the legitimate 
shooting population. The feelings of 
the populace cannot be overlooked. 

The activities further included action 
by the House of Representatives and 
Senate. At last report the measure was 
half way through and final passage was 
expected. 

We can now report that the measure 
did pass both houses and the matter is 
now settled. On July 18 the Senate 
passed the measure by a 75 to 11 vote 
and removed firearms and ammunition 
from the authority of the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 

Perhaps some of our misinformed 
legislators and social do-gooders 
will finally see that their way is not the 
wish of the majority and settle down to 
doing something of a constructive 
nature. | do not believe that this will be 
their direction and do not plan on 
relaxing my letter writing efforts. It 
would do you well to continue also.

If they cannot work on our am- 
munition they will work on our seasons, 
or some other aspect of our enjoyment. 
In some way they will constantly pick at 
our pleasure with the hope that they 
will someday be successfull. Little do 
they care what the consequences will 
be for the wildlife that they profess a 
love for or the social consequences of 
an unarmed society, not to mention the 
financial impact upon our economy if 
the shooting sports are removed as 
recreation. 

Most of our opponents would cry 
long and hard if any effort was mounted 
to impede or prohibit their favorite 
hobby, whatever that may be. Although 
they proclaim that they are liberals we 
see it as hard to find anything which is 
generally liberal in their thinking.

The July issue reported on the PPC 
cartridge and its recent introduction as 
another competitive offering for the 
followers of the 6mm bore. At that time 
| stated that no personal experience 
was available. That has now been 
corrected and some of my reactions will 
be shared. 

Wishing to try a PPC | took steps to 
obtain an action and all of the 
necessary parts. The summer months 
saw the assembly, in rough form of a 
Remington action, a Hart barrel, a 
Brown Precision stock and a Redfield 
6400 scope. The rifle was shipped to 
Ferris Pindell for a barrel job. Ferris 
then sent it to Fred Sinclair for 
stocking. Fred glued the action into the 
fiberglass stock and hand delivered it 
to me the day before the 1975 Varmint 
and Sporter Championships taking 
place at Council Cup in July. 

A fast hurry up job of case forming 
and other necessary activity prepared 
the rifle for competition. It was used in 
both the Light Varmint and Sporter 
matches. 

If there is anything to report it is that 
a shooter should not experiment with a 
new rifle during a major match. There is 
nothing tougher than trying to make a 
new rifle work under pressure. Simple 
chores such as case length and seating 
depth are often too critical to ex- 
periment with during the varied con- 
ditions of competition. They are better 
done back home on some calm day. 

When the matches were completed 
the 100 yard aggregates were .507 and 
.508. This is terrible and becomes more 
so when the targets are examined. 
Almost every one shows four in one tiny 
hole and one about a half inch low. It is 
too obvious to overlook. What is the 
cause? Could it be loads or powder? 
Back to the testing at home. 

Some time later after much powder is 
burned and many bullets have gone 
downrange with little improvement it 
suddenly registers. There might be 
trouble in the scope. A quick change of 
glass reveals that it was, indeed, the 
problem. 

Here lies a point for all of us. Many 
times a shooter will attack a poor 
grouping rifle without looking into the 
optical area. | would love to have a 
room full of rifle barrels to match those 
which have been worn out testing when 
in reality it was optics that caused the 
problem. The next time you have big 
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problems try a new scope. It may cure 
the problem and save many rounds and 
hours. 

Having satisfied myself that the cure 
was at hand | sent the rifle back for 
final finishing of the stock. At this 
writing it is still being painted but 
should be back shortly. 

During my testing work | took carefull 
notes with regard to the loads used and 
the velocities. Unfortunately all of the 
group data is inaccurate due to the bad 
optics. The scope is now being 
checked and repaired. Consequently | 
will only report that the groups with the 
different scope were rather competitive 
and indicate that the rifle should work 
well. 

Various powders were used and 
Federal 205 and CCI BR-4 primers were 
tried with each load. The bullet was the 
70 gr. Sierra as | had a good supply of 
these excellent 6mm 70 grain jobs from 
California. Not having time to make my 
own due to editorial duties | must rely 
on manufactured bullets. | don’t feel 
this to be any handicap. 

Fireforming with 60 gr. Sierra bullets 
and 27 gr. of 748 | found that the 
velocity was 2,811 and the variation 
between the highest and lowest shots 
was 64 fps. No other loads were used to 
fireform brass to the PPC chamber. 

Testing began with 4895. 29 gr. gave 
a velocity of 3177 with a variation of 45 
fps. 29.5 gr. gave 3228 and a 100 
variation. The 4895 was Dupont’s. No 
Hodgon’s was checked. 

Winchester’s excellent 748 powder 
was run through several trials and the 
following results proved to be the best 
in my rifle, after the errant scope was 
replaced. 

30.0 gr. gave a velocity of 3092 and a 
variation of only 21 fps. This was 
repeated later and gave a 11 fps 
variation over a 10 shot group. 30.5 gr. 
gave 3150 and 18 fps for a variation. 
31.0 gr. gave 3213 and 96 fps variation. 
It produced terrible groups in my rifle. 
This powder is the only one that | have 
had a chance to test since the scope 
problem was noted and corrected. For 
a competitive loading | finally settled on 
the 30.0 gr. charge as it is capable of 
groups in the high one’s and low two’s 
on calm days. That is good enough. 

Next was Dupont 4198 with 24 gr. the 
velocity was 3135 and it produced a 
variation of 12 fps. 24.5 gr. gave 3223 
and 49 fps between the high and low 
velocities. This loading gave nearly 
identical velocities with both Federal 
and CCl primers. Some of the other 
loads showed a minor difference but it 
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was not worth worrying about since it 
was within 5 fps. 

Thinking that a slower powder might 
do the trick | tried Winchester 760. The 
results were about what | had predicted 
with all loads being too low in velocity. 
The powder simply could not be put 
into the case in sufficient quantity to 
push velocities up to the needed level 
for stability. If this caliber is ever used 
for a hunting rifle | suspect that 760 will 
be excellent in bullet weights from 85 to 
105 gr. With the 70 gr. bullets it is not 
fast enough. | look forward to someday 
trying a PPC in a light varmint or deer 
rifle. 760 will be my choice at that time. 

The last powder choice was 4320. 
This has long been a favorite of mine 
for a variety of hunting and target rifles. 
Perhaps it will work here. 

The starting load was 29.0 gr. and the 
velocity was 2947 with a 34 fps 
variation. Next came 29.5 gr. and 2986 
with a variation of 31 fps. 30.0 gr. gave 
3061 and a 16 fps variation while 30.5 
gr. gave 3047 and a 35 gr. variation. 

At that point 4320 was not tested fur- 
ther for the point of diminishing returns 
had been passed. Now more powder 
did no good and pressures were start- 
ing to rise. No purpose was in view. 

During chronograph work with other 
calibers this same situation has ap- 
peared. It is a sure sign of wasted 
energy and should be heeded 
whenever it appears. Unfortunately all 
shooters do not have access to a 
chronograph and cannot tell when this 
point is reached. The interesting part is 
that this occurs in some rifles long 
before the stated maximums listed in 
reloading manuals is reached. It is a 
simple matter to see why it is recom- 
mended that all loads be reduced prior 
to testing in individual rifles which may 
have varying bore and chamber dimen- 
sions. Keep this in mind when working 
with any new rifle. 

To date this is the extent of my 
testing of the PPC. It is unfortunate that 
so much of the loading data was tried 
with a bad scope for the group testing 
was in vain. The only thing of real value 
was the chronographing. 

Past experience has indicated that 
loads which produce a small variation 
of less than 20 fps will usually perform 
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very well when the rifle is targeted. In 
fact | have done this with one rifle and 
fired the rifle, after chronographing, in 
a match. The rifle placed in second 
position on a six man team. 

With this in mind | am suspecting that 
the loads which gave low variations 
during my tests will produce when the 
rifle returns and more time is spent in 
checking combinations again. | will 
keep you posted on progress in that 
area.

The 
pleasure is doubled when the shooter 
involved is a relative newcomer to the 
game. This month’s cover winner is a 
rather experienced shooter but ‘he has 
recently entered the experimental class. 

Bob Woolens, of Dover, Delaware, 
built up his rifle last year and tinkered 
with it over the winter months. He en- 
tered it in competition this summer. 

At the completion of the 100 yard 
stage of the Heavy Bench and Ex- 
perimental championship he was third 
with his rail gun. The aggregate was 
.3938. Couple this with a .5156 at 200 
yards and the grand aggregate comes 
out .4547. This was fired under tough 
conditions. 

Our best congratulations to Bob for 
his win. May there be more as time 
goes by.

The .225 Winchester appears to be 
pretty much overlooked as a benchrest 
cartridge. Rarely do you see it used in 
competition. | own a Winchester Model 
70 .225 in the heavy barreled version 
and have shot some very small groups 
with it rather consistantly. | couldn,t 
help wondering what this cartridge 
would be like in a highly tuned bench 
rifle. 

Bob Hagel tested this cartridge in the 
late 60’s and found the muzzle velocity 
to vary less than 5 fps. He also shot 
groups measuring .187. 

This cartridge holds about 10% more 
powder than the .222 Rem. Mag. | 
would be very interested in your 
opinion of this cartridge, either as is or 
necked up to 6mm.

Velocities above approximately 3400 
fps are generally not recommended for 
competitive benchrest accuracy. The 
fouling problems at higher velocities 
have not been solved. For this reason 
the case size should be matched to 
give velocity in the 3300 fps category at 
least with the .22’s and probably the 6 
mm. Lower velocity is not detrimental 
and is used successfully in the .308 and 
the 6mm.

The Wasp was also a consistent 
velocity cartridge when the Win. 120 
primer was available. However con- 
sistent velocity is not necessarily a 
good criterion for judging the value of a 
load at ranges up to 300 yards. Many 
loads used by bench shooters at these 
ranges have velocity variations up to 60 
fps, or more yet these loads win mat- 
ches. 

The .225 has been tried by several 
benchrest shooters. | believe that 
Clarence Detsch still uses it for the 
Sporter in 6 mm. 

The 6 mm Rem., is a little on the large 
side for consistent competitive ac- 
curacy. Large cases tend to give 
variable accuracy results. We think this 
is caused by variations from day to day 
in atmospheric conditions. Large boiler 
rooms seen to be affected more than 
small ones. Nevertheless competitive 
accuracy is available in the 6 mm on 
some days. The problem is we can’t 
predict the exact conditions. 

Suggest you write directly to Bruce 
Hodgdon for loading data on H 322. 
Bench shooters are using up to 22.5 
grains in the .222 and up to 25 grains in 


the 6x47. Hodgdon’s address is 
Hodgdon Powder Co., Shawnee 
Mission, Kansas 66202.

Despite the economic climate, 
Americans spent more money on 
athletic equipment than ever before, ac- 
cording to a national survey sponsored 
by the National Sporting Goods 
Association, concerning the country’s 
sports and recreation preferences. 

The findings are based upon the 
response of 32,000 families. 

Men and women of all ages have 
taken up tennis, spending 48% more 
than last year on tennis equipment in- 
cluding almost 8-1/2 million tennis 
rackets, making tennis the undisputed 
growth sport of the early ‘70’s. 

But the survey also showed dramatic 
growth in three other areas: skiing, 
bowling and archery. 

Enjoying the best ski weather in 
years, ski buffs spent 32% more on skis 
and bindings, 21% more for boots, and 
20% more on skiwear. The survey in- 
dicated that skiing is a sport of the 
wealthy, with 35.8% of all skis pur- 
chsed by the $20,000 and above income 
group. 

Archery dollar sales increased 27% 
in 1974, possibly as a substitute for 
firearms by hunters as well as a new 
lifetime sport introduced to youth as 
part of their education. 

Bowling, the other big growth sport, 
increased dollar sales of balls and 
shoes by 26%. The impetus was the 
consumers’ increased acceptance of 
the plastic bowling ball. 

All of these sports are expected to 
continue to grow in 1975, though at 
much reduced rates. 

The NSGA survey also broke down 
purchases by education, and there are 
indications that this is a more important 
factor in a person’s choice of sports 
than income. For example, the sports 
appealing to the college educated are 
golf, skiing, tennis and billiards. 

The 45-page report, entitled ‘‘The 
Sporting Goods Market — 1975’, was

By auditing the 
consumer purchases, the NSGA report 
was able to provide the demographics 
which include geographical distribu- 
tion, average prices and unit sales of 
each category of sports equipment with 
many sub-categories. 

The membership of the NSGA is 
made up of sporting goods retailers, 
wholesalers and manufacturers, im- 
porters and representatives. The 
association hosts the world’s largest 
trade show for the marketing of sport- 
ing equipment.

IT DOESN'T MEAN

The return springs on those target 
scopes that use them are blamed for 
poor groups at many a match. On the 
other hand, some shooters use them 
without any problems whatsoever. 
Others, lacking trust in springs on 
scopes, remove them and return the 
scope to the stop after each shot. This 
has become so widespread a practice 
that we now can buy some scopes 
without the spring in the first place, 
cutting down the cost of the scope a 
buck or two and making the scope 
lighter in weight also. 

But lets face it; The people that 
designed the scope in the first place 
were darn sure that the return spring 
would do the job they had in mind. How 
come some scopes that are so 
designed just don’t return to the same 
point and cause point of aim to be 
displaced and open up the group? 
That’s what we are going to kick 
around here. | hope that those of you 
who have removed the spring and

return it by hand will stay with us. 
We've got some ideas to share with you 
too. 

The shooter that has been around a 
while will pick up the fact that his 
scope is giving him trouble by the way 
a group develops while those that have 
not been around quite so long may 
have some trouble in finding what the 
problem is. Lets start at the beginning, 
and pin down some of the weaknesses 
we find we must live with, and correct 
them. 

In the first place, the means which we 
have to fasten the scope to the rifle 
with is, at very best, only minimum. 
Most all makers use two little 6-48 
screws to hold the blocks to the rifle. 
Twenty years ago, most of these screws 
were made oversize so that they would 
go in hard and stay put. Trouble was, 
that after they were installed, pray that 
you did not have to remove them. 
Broken heads, and screws, during 
removal was often the case. That was 
not the high point of your day. Often 
the screw was so oversize that the 
thread in the rifle was partly stripped 
because it was softer than the screw 
which also offered the gunsmith

another problem he could surely do 
without. Today these screws are of 
standard major diameters and, in the 
case of some of the cheaper hunting 


scope mounts, so undersize that 
keeping them tight is quite a ball of 
wax. Thanks to Loc-tite that problem 
can be alleviated. 

Secondly, drilling the four holes in 
the action and/or barrel so that they are 
lined up perfectly with the center of the 
bore and action with a No. 33 or 34 drill 
is no small undertaking, even with jigs 
made for the purpose. This becomes 
very apparent when you start mounting 
many hunting scopes on factory ac- 
tions. It is such a problem that shims 
are made for the gunsmith trade so that 
the scope can be properly adjusted for 
sighting in. | have yet to find a custom 
action made for the benchshooter trade 
by the custom troops(Hart, Ferguson, 
Shilen, Stolle, etc.) which gives this 
kind of problem. These folks get the 
holes in straight and true. That friends, 
is why they cost a bit more. It takes time 
and know-how. 

Thirdly, our target scopes are used in 
all kinds of dirty, dusty, wet, hot or cold 
environments and we, as a group, are 
not very kind to them. We tend to give 
the scope little attention so long as it 
doesn’t give us any trouble, and blow 
our cork about what a lousy piece of 
equipment it is when it acts up. What 
we should do is give it as much care 
and attention as we do our barrels, 
brass, etc. 

With the above in mind, let’s press on 
and see what are the major causes of 
scope hang-ups so far as the return 
spring function is concerned. That can 
give us a problem if we are the shooter 
who returns our scope to battery by 
hand. 

First, we need to have it mounted 
properly. This means good blocks with 
a perfect fit between block and ac- 
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tion/barrel. We can not get the desired 
results with a block that is moving 
around, and those two little 6-48 screws 
can only do the job by applying down- 
ward pressure on the block. They can- 
not hold any side load. There just isn’t 
enough bearing surface on the screw to 
do anything but pull. So the number 
one priorty is to get blocks that fit. 

Next, we have the problem of the 
alignment of the holes that were drilled 
and tapped for the screws. Just a little 
out of alignment and the block is 
cocked to one side or the other. The 
bearing surfaces between the scope 
tube and the front and rear scope 
mounting rings are made as close as 
possible to hold down sloppiness and 
error. The front ring is the most critical. 
If the block is cocked, then the ring is 
cocked around the tube and we have a 
binding condition that makes uniform 
return of the scope to battery position a 
jerky binding operation. And boy, there 
goes the old uniform impact! 

The only sure corrective action here 
is to re-drill and tap the holes. If a rear 
block is really cocked out of alignment, 
the same binding will result. 

The next area to be thought about is 
the dust and dirt bit. If the bearing sur- 
face between scope tube and ring is 
dry, and dirty, it isn’t going to slide very 
smoothly. The same condition is a 
problem at the rear mount ring contact 
points. The answer is clean (with 
minimum cleaning agent) and lube. | 
have found a wee drop of STP at all 
contact points, which are usually easy 
to see because the blueing is worn thin, 
will make everything slide around in 
good order. The front mount will have a 
strip of steel or some kind of guiding 
means which is designed to remove 
rotation of the scope tube. This should 
be given the STP treatment on all sides. 
If you have something other than STP 
that you like, use it. This cleaning 
should take place after a match with as 
much attention as we give to cleaning

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the barrel. Repeat during a match if 
necessary. 


Those who shoot with me know I’m 
one of the return spring boys. | have all 
the trust in the world that the spring will 
return the scope to battery. I’m of the 
opinion that it can do it better and more 
uniformly than | can, after a trial period 
of doing it by hand. | don’t trust myself 
not to apply a side load on the scope 
during manual returning which | know 
can open a group like a wind reversal. 
Those who are successful with the 
manual return procedure have 
developed a high degree of uniform 
habits. It is accomplished successfully 
continually by our top shooters. 

I’ve found that it is a good practice, 
after mounting the scope at the range 
and setting parallax, to check the 
scope freedom in the ring. | apply some 
forward pressure on the rear of the 
scope and push it forward against 
spring tension about 1/8” to perhaps 
3/16”. | let go and hope to hear a nice 
sharp clunk as the spring pushes the 
scope to the recoil stop. This is 
repeated during a match to see that 
everything is still clean and lubed. Ted 
Boughton up Rochester way goes a 
step further and covers the front mount 
with plastic to keep dust and water out 


of the area. Smart move. Ted’s spent 
more time cleaning primer pockets than 
most of us at the bench, so anything he 
does is a proven procedure. 

To those who return the scope by 
hand, | suggest that you look to smooth 
operation and movement of the tube in 
the rings. Otherwise, you may apply 
some sort of side load and throw a 
shot. 

| carry my recoil spring up rather 
tight against the front ring. The late 
John Unertl would blow his cork if he 
thought that the spring was up tighter 
than he had intended in the design of 
his scopes. But | have yet to hurt a 
scope by really putting the pressure on, 
and I’ve used a lot of Unertl’s over the 
years. 

One other point. If you bump the 
scope tube when loading or working 
the bolt, put the shot in the sighter. 
There’s a good chance you’ve put a° 
side load on the tube that will cause an 
error. That goes with or without the 
spring. It has happened to the best of 
us. 

| hope the foregoing will help you 
overcome any problems you have had 
or are having. Take the spring off if you 
don’t trust it, but based on my ex- 
perience, if everything is the way it 
should be, the spring will do the job.

Speaks Out For Us 


The following excerpts from the ap- 
pearance of Mr. William Ruger before 
the Conyers’ Subcommittee on Crime 
reflects the commitment of one of our 
major manufacturers toward aiding in 
the fight against unfair legislation. 
While it is handgun related | am sure 
that Mr. Ruger would take the same 
stand in defense of any form of firearm. 

The position of Mr. Ruger should be 
noted and support should be given, by 
all of us, for, and to, his efforts. Without 
men like Mr. Ruger and many others 
who devote equal time to the task of 
defending our cause it would be a 
losing battle. Thank you Mr. Ruger.

On Wednesday, July 23, 1975, 
William Ruger, Chairman and President 
of Sturm, Ruger and Company, Inc., 
Southport, Connecticut, appeared 
before Congressman John Conyers’ 
Subcommittee on Crime, at its hearings 
on Gun Control in Washington, D.C. 

Mr. Ruger had been invited to testify 
before this U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives Judiciary Subcommittee, as 
were other handgun manufacturers. 

At the Conyers’ Congressional 
Hearing, Mr. Ruger was preceded by 
some of the old hands who favor gun 
control. These include James Bennett, 
former Director of Federal Prisons, 
Harold Serr, retired Director of the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms, and Mr. Steinberg of 
Washington, D.C., who heads the Com- 
mittee for a Responsible Firearms 
Policy. 

Also preceding Mr. Ruger were Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Wells of the National 
Council to Control Handguns. This 
group has its headquarters in the 
District of Columbia. 

Both Mr. Campbell and Mr. Wells 
carry a very clear message: they want 
the possession and manufacture of 
handguns in the United States to be 
banned. Their entire testimony was 
devoted to explaining why this goal is 
the only goal that should receive the 
serious attention of the legislators who 
are attempting to draw up a bill, for 
consideration by Congress, dealing 
with handgun control. 
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After the Congressmen had com- 
pleted their cross-examination of the 
“anti-gun’”’ witnesses, Mr. Ruger was 
called. Mr. Ruger’s testimony took the 
form of a presentation which included 
the display of all of the basic models of 
handguns manufactured by Sturm, 
Ruger & Company, Inc. He described 
each of the guns he had designed and 
explained, in detail, the uses to which 
sportsmen put these guns. Mr. Ruger 
went into detail explaining that Sturm, 
Ruger & Company, Inc., has been 
eminently successful in marketing 
firearms specifically for hunters, 
shooters, collectors, and ex- 
perimenters. Mr. Ruger reminded the 
Congressmen that the Federal Gun 
Control Act of 1968, in its Preamble en- 
titled, ‘‘Congressional Findings and 
Declarations,” declares, in part, ‘. . . It 


is not the purpose of this title to place 
an undue or unnecessary federal 
restrictions or burdens on law-abiding 
citizens with respect to the acquisition, 
possession or use of firearms ap- 
propriate to the purpose of hunting, 
trap-shooting, target-shooting, per- 
sonal protection or any other lawful ac- 
tivity and that this title is not intended 
to discourage or eliminate the private 
ownership or use of firearms by law- 
abiding citizens for lawful purposes or 
provide for the imposition of federal 
regulation of any procedures or 
requirement other than those 
reasonably necessary to implement and 
effectuate the provision of this title.’’ 

Having completed the formal presen- 
tation relating to his philosophies on 
design, manufacture, and marketing of 
firearms, Mr. Ruger concluded his 
testimony by noting that, ‘The truth is 
that law-abiding gun owners do have 
every reason to be alert to, and con- 
cerned with, every bill which deals with 
handgun control, be it licensing of 
owners or registration of their 
firearms.” 

Mr. Ruger cited the example of Coun- 
cilman Wilson in Washington, D.C., 
who, beginning last February, had

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pressed for the enactment of a bill 
which would have required police to 
confiscate the already-registered 
handguns and shotguns in the District 
of Columbia. Mr. Ruger revealed that 
when Councilman Wilson was pressing 
for enactment of his bill, he said, 
“People think | want to take 
everybody’s gun away — and they are 
perfectly right.” (Councilman Wilson 
withdrew his bill in July.) 

Then Mr. Ruger read from a 
document which had recently come to 
his attention. This document outlined 
the procedure for the State to set up a 
grace period during which all owners of 
handguns — registered and _ not 
registered — would be required to 
surrender their handguns to the State. 

Although the State would establish a 
program of payment for these turned-in 
handguns, it would also establish a 
program of bounties which would en- 
courage informants to reveal the 
owners of handguns, and these in- 
formants would receive money for 
providing such tips to the police. 

Mr. Ruger concluded his testimony 
by suggesting that while one might 
think such a confiscation plan as 
described was from a Gestapo hand- 
book to its agents operating in enemy 
territory, it was actually a portion of a 
Chapter entitled, ‘‘Proscribing Private 
Ownership of Handguns” from a study 
entitled, ‘.Handgun Control in 
Massachusetts, A Report to the Gover- 
nor,” prepared by staff members of the 
Public Policy Program of the John F. 
Kennedy School of Government at Har- 
vard University, in February, 1975. 

Mr. Ruger’s final words before the 
Committee were, ‘I think that the 99% 
of the handgun owners in this country 
who possess or use their firearms in a 
safe and lawful manner have every 
reason to be alert to all proposals. The 
gun owners can’t be blamed for op- 
posing those bills which would disarm 
them while offering absolutely no 
assurance that their being disarmed 
would reduce the kinds of vicious crime 
with which all citizens are really con- 
cerned.” 

The appearance of Mr. Ruger before 
this Committee is his fourth in public 
forums during the past few months. He 
attended the United States Conference 
of Mayors Forum on Handgun Control 
in Los Angeles on May 27, 28, 29. At the 
General Sessions and in the Workshop 
Groups, he presented convincing 
evidence that the overwhelming 
majority of handguns — in excess of 
99% — are in no way misused. Rather, 
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these handguns are used by com- 
petitive target shooters, informal target 
shooters, hunters, collectors, resear- 
chers, and householders for legitimate 
purposes. 

Shortly after his appearance in Los 
Angeles at the Mayors Conference, Mr. 
Ruger appeared on an ABC News TV 
show, in New York, and effectively 
responded to challenging questions 
dealing with the role of handguns in 
recreation, sport, and personal protec- 
tion. 

Early in July of this year, Mr. Ruger 
was one of four panelists on the very 
popular NBC-TV ‘‘Tomorrow’ Show 
which is hosted by Tom Snyder. Mr. 
Ruger and Robert Kukla, a Chicago at- 
torney and author of the book, “Gun 
Control’, were matched against Mrs. 
Susan Sullivan and Joseph Alviani. 
Mrs. Sullivan is the Chicago lady who 
brought the legal action before the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
to have handgun cartridges banned 
from commerce. She is also extremely 
active in attempting to have legislation 
enacted which will halt the manufacture 
of handguns for civilian use. 

Mr. Alviani is the Washington, D.C., 
Associate Director for the United States 
Conference of Mayors Project on 
Handgun Control. 

As he had done at the Mayors Con- 
ference, on ABC-TV show, and in simi- 
lar appearances, Mr. Ruger made it 
clear citizens have a right to acquire 
and use firearms for lawful purposes. 
He stated his position with a conviction 
that comes with knowing what one is 
talking about, and deeply believing it. 

Mr. Ruger and Mr. Kukla made a 
strong and favorable impression for the 
pro-gun cause as the result of their ap- 
pearance on the ‘“‘Tomorrow” show. 

Mr. Ruger, who was the recipient of 
the 1975 “Handgunner of the Year 
Award,” plans to continue to appear in 
those public forums and before 
Congressional Committees where, he 
believes, the appearance of a reputable 
and established manufacturer will be 
broadly beneficial to the interest of law- 
abiding gun owners.

weekend it would have been ‘new 
shooters” for both the Benchrest and 
Experimental crowns were taken by 
men shooting in their first season of 
competition for the class in which they 
won. 

Benchrest saw several winners with 
the final winner having missed a place 
at 100 or 200 yards. This often is the 
case and it reflects that steady will do 
better than one hot one and a big cold 
mess. 

John Yonesy captured the 100 yard 
event with a .3936 which was not too 
bad. John was using a 303 Winchester 
built around a sleeved Remington 700 
action. The Hart built rig carried a Red- 
field 24X scope. The load was 42 gr. of 
4895 and Sierra 168 gr. bullets.

Homer Culver was the 200 yard Benchrest 
winner with a .3923. 


Homer Culver, ever dangerous when 
the wind blows, took the 200 yard event 
with a .3923. Homer used a .308 Win- 
chester which was built on one of his 
own actions and carried a Hart barrel 
which he installed and stocked. A 
Unertl scope completed the rig. The 
load was 39.5 gr. of RL-11 and Homer’s 
own 168 gr. bullets. 

Sneaking up into first place was John 
Trela with a .4102. John was shooting 
in his first season and was quite happy 
that he had managed to do so well in 
one season. 

Looking at John’s rifle reveals that 
here is a shooter who is doing a little 
thinking. From his wheeled cart to his 
scope mount the rifle looks prepared, 
and it is. 

The most interesting feature was the 
scope mounting for the B&L 6 X 24 
Variable. It was mounted in a rigid 
mount of John’s design. The scope 
could be adjusted by moving opposed 
screws yet it could be locked securely 
when the final adjustments were made. 
John feels that the security of motion 
which is the result does much for his 
confidence in the rifle. We agree. 

Following up on the rifle it is a tight 
necked .308 Winchester built by Bob 
White. The Remington action carried a 
Hart barrel along with the previously 
mentioned B&L scope and used 40 gr. 
of RL-11 and 168 gr. Sierra bullets. 

Following John in the Grand 
Aggregate with .4287 was Homer 
Culver, who we have already men- 
tioned. John Mackert, another new 
shooter, was third with .4491. 

John Mackert, who works for Wally 
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George Etter, recently arrived from shooting 
the NBRSA Heavy Gun matches, took the 
100 yard Experimental class shooting his 
rifles from sandbags. George fired a .3590 to 
take that yardage. 


Hart, was shooting Bob Hart’s old .308 
benchrest rifle and did rather well with 
it. It is encouraging to see new 
shooters moving into the various 
classes. All of us will benefit from this 
added interest. 

Switching over to Experimental finds 
bleary eyed George Etter capturing the 
100 yard match with a .3590. George 
had arrived from the NBRSA Heavy Gun 
matches sometime in the middle of the 
night and was starting the last leg of a 
real shooting vacation (was it George?) 
which kept him busy shooting and 
traveling for over two weeks. 

For equipment George used a 30-45 
built on a Kertes action with a Garrett 
barrel and Unertl scope. George 
stocked his own rifle and Kertes took 
on the smithing chores. 

The load was not listed but the 
bullets were Stolle-Simonson’s and, we 
think, were 150 gr. At any rate they 
worked. 

The 200 yard Experimental fell to 
smiling Bob Adamowicz who fired a 
4629 with his .308 Winchester. His rifle 
was built on a Remington action by the 
late John Dewey and carried a 30X 
Unertl scope. The barrel was Hart and 
Bob did his own stock work. 

The powder charge is listed as only 
43 gr. and the bullets were 168 gr. 
Sierra. 

Again another new shooter comes 
from behind to take all of the cookies. 
Bob Woolens, an old hand at the other 
classes but new to experimental, 
manages to move into first place with a

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that it was shooting well and that he 
thought he would try it in 1975. Try it he 
did and it has worked out well for him. 

Since most of the work was his own 
the feeling of reward must be quite 
high. There is something extra about 
doing the thing your own way. The 
added attachment and involvement 
does much for the confidence as well 
as the ego. 

Bob chose a .222 Remington 
Magnum and built it on a Hart barreled 
Remington action to which he attached 
a Lyman scope. R.W. Hart did the gun- 
smithing and Bob made his own rail 
set-up for the rifle.

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SALESMAN WINS VALLEY 
CITY RIFLE MATCH 


Douglas A. Knoop, a machine tool 
salesman of Kettering, Ohio, won the 
Valley City Smallbore Rifle Tournament 
in Sidney, Ohio on July 26 and 27, 1975. 

With clear sunshine and the tem- 
perature hovering in the middle 80’s, 
Knoop “read” the sometimes tricky 
wind currents to blaze through to the 
winner’s circle with a near perfect 3197 
score out of a possible 3200 points. 267 
of Knoop’s points were, in the language 
of shooting, ‘‘X’s’’. An “‘X” is a shot in 
the center of the bullseye. The 
salesman from Kettering lost all of his 
shots on Saturday while shooting with 
metallic open type sights. His Saturday 
score of 1597 out of the possible at- 
tainable score of 1600, combined with 
his absolutely perfect 1600 on Sunday 
gave him the points necessary to win. 
Actually Knoop was tied in total points 
with Hubert Snyder of New London, 
Ohio, but Knoop had 267 of his shots in 
the ‘‘X’’ ring while Snyder had 244, 
giving the tournament winner’s trophy 
to Knoop. Snyder had a one point lead 
on Knoop going into the shooting on 
Sunday, but dropped a shot into the 
“‘nine’’ ring on the last match of the day 
at 50 yards. Snyder’s score of 1598- 
122X was good enough to win the 
Saturday shooting prize, while Knoop’s 
1600-140X took Sunday’s prize. 

The tournament followed the National 
Rifle Association's plan for placing 
shooters in classes according to ability. 
There were four classes: The top class 
being ‘‘Masters’’, followed by the ‘‘Ex- 
pert’ Class, then the ‘‘Sharpshooter”’ 
Class, and finally the beginning 
shooters, the ‘‘Marksman’’ Class. 
Snyder won the Expert Class. William 
McCuskey, a junior from Wheeling, 
West Virginia, won the Sharpshooter 
Class with his total score of 3188-202X. 
A Junior is a person who has not yet 
reached his nineteenth birthday. 

Craig Smith, a junior from Columbus, 
Ohio won the Marksman Class with a 
total score of 3173-182X.

Report from special committee 
for Precision Rifleman or such awards. 

2. Report from special committee 
working to alleviate the burden on 
referees. 

3. Report from special committee 
appointed to rewrite rule book. 

4. Tabled from 
limited advanced entries for In- 
ternational Championship matches and 
establish a committee to reject any who 
exceed the limit. 

5. Discuss advisability of advance 
registration. 

6. Propose that existing 1|.B.S. 
records stated for 300 meters should be 
adjusted using a multiplying factor of 
.914 in order to record their correct 
minute of angle measurement at 300 
yards. 

7. Mandate a minimum _ size, 
minimum number and location for all 
range flags for the 1976 season on a 
trial basis and include as permanent if 
that season offers good results. 

8. All competitor’s rifles will be 
weighed prior to the warm-up match for 
each class and spot-checked at the 
discretion of the referees. The drawing 
for bench at the time of registration will 
not be changed. 

9. Clarify sandbag definition. 

10. Change rule book to allow 
scoring of targets after firing rather 
than after displaying. 

11. Require at least one new referee 
(one who has never served in this 
capacity) to assist in these duties at all 
registered matches. Hopefully this will 
help keep all a little more tolerant of the 
sometimes unpopular duties which are

so necessary to run a successful shoot. 

12. Authorize -the Match Schedule 
Chairman to schedule matches for 1976 
and the first 1/3 of 1977. 

13. Match schedule for 1976. 

14. 1.B.S. furnish a standard patch or 
similar award for 100 and 200 yard agg. 
winners at all registered tournaments. 

15. |.B.S. mandate awards for the 
first three places at each distance fired 
and grand agg. at all |.B.S. and State 
Championship tournaments regardless 
of the number of competitors. 

16. |.B.S. mandate a patch or similar 
award be given to the winner of each 
individual match at all 1.B.S., and State 
Championship tournaments regardless 
of the number of competitors. 

17. That prior to the winter meeting 
all directors be mailed a standard form 
with all the proposed items for the 
agenda in which he may cast his vote 
for each item on the agenda. This 
would be done to exercise the right to 
vote by Proxy. 

18. Compile and make available a list 
of all clubs holding registered matches 
with directions to each range. 

19. Review Championship match fee 
limit and take action if necessary. 

20. Consideration of whether an In- 
ternational Championship match for 
Benchrest and Experimental rifles con- 
sist of (5) ten shot matches or (10) ten 
shot matches. 

21. Authorize President to select time 
and place for 1977 Annual Meeting. 

22. Settle all formal protest filed 
since last Annual Meeting. 

23. Discuss the advisability of con- 
tinuing 200 and 300 yard matches, -in- 


cluding championships. 

24. Consider passage of a percent- 
age of fees or surcharge to be ear- 
marked for paid advertising in general 
news media to advance the cause of 
benchrest shooting. 

25. Consider IBS official recognition 
of 100 and 200 yard Hunter Cham- 
pionship from 1976 on. 

26. Define the toe angle of a stock in 
degrees from a 90 degree line at the 
butt. As it is now written in Part 1, Sec 1 
Para. B-3 it is a rather detailed method 
which would be fine, however two 
things make the system mean- 
ingless — a. the line from the butt 
to a point 18” in front of the bolt to the 
bottom of the barrel. It leaves out the 
barrel size at that point. If you use a 
barrel of smaller dia. than max. you’re 
hurting yourself. b. There is nothing 
which regulates the length of the butt 
stock. If someone has a short stock the 
angle will be greater than if it is longer. 

27. Allow stocks to be made of any 
material as long as all dimensions are 
in accordance with the rules. 

28. There should be a voting 
representative to the Board of Directors 
from each committee-i.e. HV, LV, SP, 
EXP/HB, HTR. These committees often 
work all year to improve their particular 
class and cannot vote on matters which 
concern their classification. 

29. Re-classify Hunter—Have only 
two categories, Master (modified guns) 
and Marksman, (factory guns). All other 
classes have no special consideration 
for a persons skill and it is felt that 
Hunter should not either. 
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
